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Claim 3, it is not clear from the claim language whether it is a thought process or 
a method, or an apparatus claim, please rewrite the claim in one of identified formats. 
The examiner respectfully recommends applicant to write the claim in similar format as 
of claim 1 . 

Claim 4, it is not clear from the claim language whether it is a thought process or 
a method, or an apparatus claim, please rewrite the claim in one of identified formats. 
The examiner respectfully recommends applicant to write the claim in similar format as 
of claim 1 . 

Claim 5, please change "The method" in line 1 with "An apparatus" 

Claim 6, please rewrite the claim in either the Method or Apparatus formats, 
where in the apparatus is similar to the format of claim 1 . The method claim should only 
comprising the steps such as: (i) carrying embedded ... ; (ii) accessing (iii) placing. 

Claim 7, please write it as an independent method claim. 

Claims 8-11, and 13-21, please rewrite as either method or an apparatus claims. 

• Since applicant is not familiar with the claim language formats. The 
examiner respectfully invites applicant to call the examiner before re- 
writing the claim.
